HOUSTON, Tex., March 15—A gen- 
eral forward movement of both the 
Mexican federal and rebel armies at 
Torreon was begun early today, pre- 
liminary, it is believed, to the opening 
of the long-deferred battle for the 
possession of the city, according to a 
Chihuahua, Mex., despatch tonight to 
the Houston Post. 

In the first skirmishes, the Con- 
Stitutionalists, it is said, were put to 
flight, but in later minor engagements 
the rebel troops were reported vic- 
torious, 

Orders were given by General Fran- 
Villa for the advance of his 
troops late last night. His action was 
hastened by the interception of a 
message from President Huerta at 
Mexico City, to General Refugio Vel- 
asco, commanding the federal garri- 
son at Torreon. As caught by Villa's 
wireless station, the message directed 
Ve.asco to take the offensive against 
the Constitutionalists immediately. 

A special train has been started for 
Juarez to bring General Felipe An- 
geles, secretary of war in the cabinet 
of General Carranza to Chihuahua to 
command the artillery with Colonel 
Zirvin second in the command.

| SHARP BATTLE OVER 


TOLLS REPEAL BILL 


Confident Wilson's Appeal for 
Reversal of Policy Will Be 
Heeded 


Washington, March 13.—Adminis- 
tration leaders in the Senate and the 
House today set the measures for a 
quick battle next week over the repeal 
of the tolls exemption clause of the 
Panama Canal Act, confident that 
President Wilson's plea for a reversal 
of policy in the interest of the sovern- 
ment's foreign relations would be 
heeded. 

In the Senate, after an informal 
conference of Democrat leaders, and 
a talk with the president, Senator 
Owen, of Oklahoma, introduced a re- 
peal bill similar to the Sims bil, 
pending in the House, in order to have 
the issue placed immediately squarely 
before the committee on inter-vceanic 
canals, 

Representative Adamsqn, chairman 
of the house committee on interstate 
commerce, conferred with senators 
during the day, giving assurances 
that the repeal bill would be passed 
by a comfortable margin by the end 
of next week. 

Senator O'Gorman, on Monday, will 
find an insistent demand for taking up 


the Owen bill, and also the compro-! 


mise bill submitted by Senator Chil- 
ton, which wou:d empower the Presi-
